| It is to be taken nctice of, that this Wretch rfualy kept a Bagoriit and a Sword

bn, to which he began ſo early, than when he was about a week Married he made 
the Dcors faſt, laid his Bagcrat Drawn upcn his Fclſter, ard Sword by the Bed 
ſide, all Night, none beir g in the Houſe but himſelf and VVife. | 
At an other time when ſhe was but 10 or 12 days lain in, he made faſt the 
Dcors, drew his Sword ard threatered to Kill ber ( a Servart Laſs beirg with them 
in the Houſe) uttering meſt Dreadful Oaths, Damn bim if be cared tho he 
Gould Bing between Leith and Edinburgh for it. The like Expreſſiens he uſed 
frequently when he threatened other People, ard upto me - -- | Day of 
Auguſt 1706 he moſt inhumanly executed his threatning upon his Fa- 
ther. ſtobing him with his Baginor near the Throat making à very large and 
deep Wound, whereof he Inſtantly Died, and the V Vretch made his Eſcape. E 
ut by Divine Providence which ſeldom ſuffers ſuch Monſterous VVickedneſs to 
paſs unpuniſhed, he had not power to go away, for baving Lurked about for ſome 
time, he went ro Aberdain to an Uncle by the Mother's ſide, he gave out to him 
that being in Debt he came thither for ſaelter for a ſhort time, and havirg abode 
there cül his Uncles WVife was weary of him, he came back to Dvrdec where he 
Liſted himſel ( wirh Serjant Murray to ge a Recruit to Flanders, he abode with = 
him three VVecks, and rhe Serjant having occaſion to come to Edinburgh brought 
him along tho ſome what againſt his mind, he wakrag difficulties to ccme hi- 
ther becauſe of Debt, but theSerjart perſwadedingbim there was ro ground of fear, & 
hoping to lurk Privatly till the Recruits howld go away, he came, and the Ser- 
jant having affigned him a quarter in a Houſe where he was known, he pre- 
tended he was in Debt to the maſter of the Family, frd thereupon cbtained aro- 
ther Onarter at the head of the, Canongate, where be reſolved to ly in Bed all 
Day, but a Woman who knew him comeing to that Houſe, and feeivg him. told 
hat he was, whereupon be was inſtantly Seized, and upon Trial he was fcund 
Guilty, and Condemned to have his Right Hand Cut off, to be Hanged till dead, 
and afterward Hung in Chains between Edinburgh and Leith, which wasaccordiog- 
— * executed the 28 of March 1707. This.from the Teſtimony of ſome particu- 
fy aqmintcd with him, and moſt cfit Conick'd by himſclf.
